LONG BEACH, Calif. (AP) - 


Doctors kept an overnight vigil 
on former first lady Pat Nixon, 
•partially paralyzed on her left 
side from a stroke and in 
"serious but stable condition." 


Mrs. Nixon was 
reported 


rusting comfortably after visits 
with her two daughters Thurs- 
day night, but neurologist Dr. 
John Mosier said she is far from 
being out of danger. 


"If the stroke doesn't get any 


v *se, she's not going lo die. If 
it gets worse, well, people do die 
from strokes," Mosier said at a 
news briefing called after the 
M-year-old 
wife of 
former 


President Richard M. Nixon 
was admitted to Memorial Hos- 
pital Medical Center. 


The stroke caused "moderate 


paralysis" of Mrs. Nixon's left 
leg, arm and left side of her 
face, which in turn caused a 
"slight slurring" of speech, 
Mosier said. 


"I think she will walk," he 


said, but added, "She may not 
walk normally." Pressures in 
her life "certainly could have 
been a contributing factor" 
toward her illness, Mosier ad- 
ded. 


Secret Service agents called 


an ambulance for Mrs. Nixon, 
and she was accompanied dur- 
ing the 30-mile trip from the 


former Western White House by 
her 
husband 
and younger 


daughter.

Nixon slipped out of the hos- 


pital only an hour after her 
arrival and apparently returned 
lo San Clemente.

Ever since Congress, the state 
legislatures and all of the courts took 
up the theme that it is unAmerican to 
discriminate in employment, housing, 
education and so on, the bureaucrats 
administering 
those 
laws 
and 
decisions have enjoyed a field day in 
s i t in g aside established patterns in 
the U.S. life style. 
Police departments, for example, 
have to be careful in setting stan­ 
dards for recruits. 
The old standby that a would be 
Marshal Earp has to be at least five 
feet, eight inches tall and weigh not 
less than 160 pounds is suspect, if not 
downright verboten in many places, 
because the average Latino shapes up 
below that configuration. The civil 
rights commissions conend this is an 
unwarranted 
exclusionary 
requirement. 
Another requirement that a recruit 
\ye 
free 
from 
an 
arrest 
sheet 
backgn)und is highly suspect because 
blacks are more prone to be picked 
up for this or that offense than are 
whites. 
Merely stating the recruit must be 
a male would yank the department 
head up for an immediate hearing. 
People wanting to rent an ap a rt­ 
ment in their home have to be careful 
how they describe their preferences 
in tenants. 
Rejec'ting a job applicant because of 
a poor record in paying his bills is no 
longer permitted unless he is apply­ 
ing for a bank presidency. 
All this may be well and good 
bec*ause in the past super persnickety 
standards have worked a hardship on 
marginal cases. 
Yet as this column has noted from 
time to time any good rule can be 
pushed to ridiculous limits. 
A few days ago President F'ord got 
his dander up about one example of 
this folly. 
The federal Civil Rights Act, as 
amended extensively in 1972, among 
other things, withholds U.S. aid to 
any school, public or private, prac­ 
ticing sex discrimination. 
One result has been to require the 
athletic director at old Siwash U. to 
cough up funds for women’s sports. 
FtMleral money may not filter into his 
hard pressed budget, but if Siwash's 
academic program is receiving U.S. 


assistance, there goes the ball game 
for the AD. 
F'aculty hirings and promotions are 
watched more carefully than ever 
before, not to mention admissions 
practices and curricula. 
What ticked off .Jerry was a ruling

HEW 
which 
dispenses

Washington gold to education saying 
that father and son or mother and 
daughter banquets will cause a school 
to be cut off from the pipeline. 
This gem of legalese emerged from 
a request of the Scottsdale, Arizona, 
school board concerning the status of 
those traditional gatherings.

Clawson, Michigan, school board to 
the same effect. 
The difference was that the Scotts­ 
dale ruling hit the headlines whereas 
the Clawson school people stayed out 
of the news.

Games Help Get Good Photos 


NEW YORK (AP) - Two 


pennies can make all the 
difference between a good pho- 
tograph of your child — and a 
great one, says Dino Semprini, 
the owner of a portrait studio 
here and a noted photographer 
of children. 


According to him, the pose 


conveys the feeling you want to 
impart in your photograph. 
Since the difficulty lies in coax- 
ing an active youngster to 
maintain one position the few 
seconds, needed for the pho- 
tograph, Semprini plays games. 


"I place two bright, shiny 


pennies on the floor," he says, 
"and I challenge the child to 
keep each covered with a foot. It 
works every time." 


He has other methods for 


achieving good results. Since 
"involved" children are more 
photogenic, he has toys and 
games on hand to help strike 
lively, responsive moods. He al- 
so has tall props, such as stuffed 
animals, so the child remains 
preoccupied. 


The parent is another atten- 


tion-getter he uses to maintain 
interest. "The presence of 
mother or father reduces fears 
of unfamiliar surroundings," ho 
says. "At the same time, the 
parent can coax different facial 
expressions, if they are need- 
ed." 


And he takes plenty of posts. 


"The amateur often 
.stops 


clicking when he thinks he has 
it. The pro keeps on shooting 
until he knows he has it," he 
declares. 


Gone are the days when well- 


scrubbed children, primped in 
starched sartorial splendor, 
stared stiffly out of a pho- 
tograph with waxen expressions 
engraved on their young faces, 
Semprini points out. 


"Modern lighting and fast 


film have changed all that," he 
explains. "Today, children look 
more casual in realistic por- 
traits that are every bit as ap- 
pealing. 


"And 
apparel no longer 


makes a difference. Children 
look just as well in everyday 
school clothes as in Sunday-best 
outfits." 


Semprini recommends that 


small boys wear trousers or 
short pants with knit tops and 


that girls 
wear one-piece 


dresses or play clothes. Since 
the photos will be in color he 
suggests parents bear that in 
mind as they select the outfit 


"But unless there is a strong 


preference, avoid dressing the 
child in plaid clothes, or ones 
patterned with stripes or polka- 
dots," he advises. "In a pho- 
tograph, a busy print draws the 
eye away from the face of the 
child."

WASHINGTON (AP) — Congress is Hearing passage of legisla- 


tion halting most advance payments to veterans attending school 
under the GI bill. II is an effort to halt overpayments that hace 
totaled more than $800 million in the past year. The proposal, 
which would not take effect until next year, is designed to 
eliminate all advance payments except in hardship cases. With 11 
months of the past fiscal year tabulated, overpayments in the 
program totaled $813 million, nearly double the $148 million of the 
year before. Part of the increase was attributed by Veterans Ad- 
minislration officials to publicity that brought to light numerous 
unknown overpayments. 


EPA Cracks Down On States 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The government is ordering 45 states to 


revamp their antipollution programs to meet federal standards, 
even though clean air plans have reduced pollution levels by 5 per 
cent annually. Russell Train, who heads the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency, said Thursday that stricter compliance in meeting ' 
antiemission levels will be needed to ensure that clean air is 
maintained in the United States. The EPA formally notified 45 
governors that their state plans were "substantially inadequate" 
to-attain or maintain clean air standards in at least one an- 
tipollution area. Alaska, Mississippi, Florida, Hawaii and 
Oklahoma were not affected by the EPA directive. .

Paul Rosenbaum, D-BatUe Cmk, chairman of the House Judiciary 
Committee said at a (aping of "OB The Record" on WKAR-TV. 


"I say you have a right lo bail 


in all cases," retorted Stale Sen. 
Basil Brown, D-Detroil, chair- 
man of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee. 
''The two lawyers debated a 
proposed constitutional amend- 
ment — dead for this year — 
sponsored by Rosenbaum. The 
measure, which would have 
required voter approval, passed 
the House but never was acted 
on in Brown's committee. 


Rosenbaum accused Brawn of 


stalling the measure, while 
Brown said he received it too 
late for a thorough hearing. 
Brown said he will hoM a hear- 
ing this summer, although the 
legislature is recessed and can't 
act on the proposal in time for 
the November election. 


"I have no intention of going 


(to the hearing), especially on a 
moot issue," Rosenbaum said. 


"I'll set up an empty chair 


with a dunce cap," Brown 
replied. 


Brown accused Rosenbaum of 


pushing 
the proposal 
"to 


further his political ambitions." 


But 
Rosenbaum 
replied, 


"When you do something you 
think will benefit society, they 
say it's for political ambitions." 


Rosenbaum's proposal, which 


the governor and the state bar 
association oppose, would deny 
bail to those charged with a 
felony 
punishable 
by 
a 


maTdmum of five, years'to fife, 
who: have been convicted of 
three or more felonies in the. 
preceding 15 years. 


The state constitution now 


prohibits bail only lor those, 
charged with first degree 
murder or treason. 


"The basic premise of law is 


that you're presumed innocent 
till proven guilty," Brown said. 
"Nowhere do we lock a man up 
without proving him guilty 
first." He said the prevision 
amounts to an unconstitutional 
preventive detention. 


But Rosenbaum said "there is 


no federal right to bail in all 


The measure would also deny 


bail to persons indicted or 
arraigned on charges of first 
degree 
murder, 
treason, 


criminal sexual conduct, armed 
robbery or kidnapping with in- 
tent to extort, unless the court 
determines that the person is 
not likely to be a threat to 
society. 


Brawn said this section is so 


broad that "Everytiriie any 
woman, screams rape of any 
kind he (the accused - man) 
becomes unbailabte." 


He added that under this sec- 


tion, well-to-do people with es- 
tablished reputations will have 
a better chance of getting bail 
than minorities and poor people. 


Rosenbaum denied that, say- 


ing the section leaves the ques- 
tion of bail to a judge's discre- 
tion. 


Brown said that under the 


proposal, a person convicted 
three 
times 
of 
stealing 


shoelaces from a store could not 
get bail if he were charged with 
a fourth felony, while Charles 
Manson, convicted of the Sharon 
Tale murders, could commit a 
felony in Michigan and get bail 
because he'd have only two 
felonies on his record.

GI Bill Abuses Eyed

WASHINGTON (AP) — Congress is nearing passage of legisla­ 
tion halting most advance payments to veterans attending school 
under the GI bill. It is an effort to halt overpayments that hace 
totaled more than $800 million in the past year. The proposal, 
which would not take effect until next year, is designed to 
eliminate all advance payments except in hardship cases. With 11 
months of the past fiscal year tabulated, overpayments in the 
program totaled $813 million, nearly double the $440 million of the 
year before. Part of the increase was attributed by Veterans Ad­ 
ministration officials to publicity that brought to light numerous 
unknown overpayments. 


EPA Cracks Down On States 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The government is ordering 45 states to 
revamp their antipollution programs to meet federal standards, 
even though clean air plans have reduced pollution levels by 5 per 
cent annually. Russell Train, who heads the Environmental Pro­ 
tection Agency , said Thursday that stricter compliance in meeting 
antiemission levels will be needed to ensure that clean air is 
maintained in the United States. The EPA formally notified 45 
governors that their state plans were “substantially inadequate" 
to attain or maintain clean air standards in at least one an- 
tipollution area. Alaska, Mississippi, Florida, Hawaii and 
Oklahoma were not affected by the EPA directive.

Proposed Bail 
Ban Triggers 
Heated Debate

EAST LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Dressed in business clothes i 
tead of boxing shorts and armed with words instead of gloves, 1 
lawmakers battled Thursday over banning bail for certain ex-c 
victs. “It’s time we started protecting society’s rights,’’ State R 
Paul Rosenbaum, D-Battle Creek, chairman of the House Judicii 
Committee said at a taping of “Off The Record’’ on WKAR-TV. 


“I say you have a right to bail 


in all cases.” retorted State Sen. 
Basil Brown. D-Detroit, chair­ 
man of the Senate Judiciary 
Committee. 


The two lawyers debated a 
proposed constitutional amend­ 
ment — dead for this year — 
sponsored by Rosenbaum. The 
measure, which would have 
required voter approval, passed 
the House but never was acted 
on in Brown’s committee. 


Rosenbaum accused Brown of 
stalling the measure, while 
Brown said he received it too 
late for a thorough hearing. 
Brown said he will hold a hear­ 
ing this summer, although the 
legislature is recessed and can’t 
act on the proposal in time for 
the November election. 


"I have no intention of going 
(to the hearing), especially on a 
moot issue,” Rosenbaum said. 


“ I’ll set up an empty chair 
with a dunce cap,” Brown 
replied. 


Brown accused Rosenbaum of 
pushing 
the 
proposal 
“ to 
further his political ambitions.” 


But 
Rosenbaum 
replied, 
“When you do something you 
think will benefit society, they 
say it’s for political ambitions.” 


Rosenbaum’s proposal, which 
the governor and the state bar 
association oppose, would deny 
bail to those charged with a 
felony 
punishable 
by 
a 
maximum of five years to life, 
who have been convicted of 
three or more felonies in the 
preceding 15 years. 


The state constitution now 
prohibits bail only for those 
charged 
with 
first 
degree 
murder or treason. 


"The basic premise of law is 
that you’re presumed innocent 
till proven guilty,” Brown said. 
“Nowhere do we lock a man up 
without proving him guilty 
first.” He said the provision 
amounts to an unconstitutional 
preventive detention. 


But Rosenbaum said “there is 
no federal right to bail in all 
cases.” 


The measure would also deny 
bail to persons indicted or 
arraigned on charges of first- 
degree 
murder, 
treason, 
criminal sexual conduct, armed 
robbery or kidnapping with in­ 
tent to extort, unless the court 
determines that the person is 
not likely to be a threat to 
society. 


Brown said this section is so 
broad that “ Everytime any 
woman screams rape of any 
kind he (the accused man) 
becomes unbailable.” 


He added that under this sec­ 
tion, well-to-do people with es­ 
tablished reputations will have 
a better chance of getting bail 
than minorities and poor people. 


Rosenbaum denied that, say­ 
ing the section leaves the ques­ 
tion of bail to a judge’s discre­ 
tion. 


Brown said that under the 
proposal, a person convicted 
throe 
times 
of 
stealing 
shoelaces from a store could not 
got bail if he were charged with 
a fourth felony, while Charles 
Manson, convicted of the Sharon 
Tate murders, could commit a 
felony in Michigan and get bail 
because he’d have only two 
felonies on his record.

Federal anti-crime grate totalling (MMfl have teen awarded 


to programs in Benlni Harbor Mid CHS ind Van Bum counties 
through the Michigan Office of Criminal Justice Programs. 


Three of the grants are tar third-year programs while another is 


for a second-year program for the Cass Metro Crime unit. 
Receiving third-year funding were the Beaton Harbor police 
department's crime prevention unit, the Cass drug enforcement 
unit, and the Van Buren youth services bureau. 


The Berrien Metro Crime unit had been designated for a grant of 


(115,82* but was unable to accept because the unit went out of 
business June V. The Berrien board of commissioners would not 
obligate the county to partial funding <ii the unit this year. That 
would have meant toe county would fund the entire cost of the unit 
next year. 


The Benton Harbor crime prevention unit, directed by LI. Alfred 


Edwards, received (17.M9 in federal funding to run until March 
31,1)77. The program will receive state funds of (980 and a local 
match from the city of 118,619. 


The program is designed to reduce crime through use of 


projects such as neighborhood watch groups, public presentations, 
and security surveys. 


The Cass Metro Crime unit received a second-year grant of 


(61,955 from the federal government to run to Sept. 30. The slate 
contributes (3,445, with a match from Cass county of (10,646. 


The goals of the project are to deter or reduce crime in high- 


crime areas and attempt to suppress street crimes such as rob- 
bery, assault, and motor vehicle theft. The unit will also attempt to 
increase the response to crimes in progress and establish coor- 
dination with other law enforcement agencies. 


Cass' narcotics squad received a third-year grant from the 


federal government of (40,227, with $19,983 coming from the 
county and (2,235 from the state. The third-year program is slated 


to run until June 30. 


The unit objectives are to reduce narcotic-related crimes by six 


per cent and increase drug-related arrests by eight per cent.

Thomas Dwieau. an engineer 


for Wightman, told the council 


the smoke testing and television 
inspection would locate leaks 
and illegal connections to the 
sanitary system. 


Deneau said he expected the 


study would find several roof 
drains and field tiles draining 
into sanitary sewers. 


The study is estimated to cost 


about $55,000, of which state and 
federal sources would pay up to 
80 per cent, or $44,000, accord- 
ing to Deneau. 


The sewer inspection was 


found to be needed after the 
Wightman firm discovered the 
storm leakage during a $9,000 


infiltration study of the sewer 
lines. Completion of both 
studies is required before the 
village -or township can receive 
further construction grants for 
sewers, Deneau said. 


The village currently has 


about 56,000 lineal feet of 
sewers, Deneau said.

Miami Stands By Threat To Move 


MIAMI (AP) - 
With the 


clock ticking toward the Miami 
Dolphins' 
first 
pro-season 


game, the team is standing by a 
threat to move if Miami insists 
on a new Orange Bowl lease that 
spokesmen say could lead to 
bankruptcy. 


Dolphins lawyer Dan Paul 


told the city commission Thurs- 
day that the National Football 
League team would not accept a 
city demand that the team pay 
15 per cent of gross ticket sales 
for two home exhibitions, the 
first set tor July 11. 


"I tell you here and now that 


the Dolphins will not be in 


Miami if they have to pay 15 per 
cent," Paul said. "We're not 
going to agree to bankruptcy. If 
the city wants 15 per cent, that's 
notice to us for the franchise to 
move." 


But the city commissioners 


refused to soften their demand 
that the Dolphins negotiate a 
new long-term agreement by 
Sept. 26, the date of the first 
regular season game, or pay the 
15 per cent for their two home 
exhibition games in the Orange 
Bowl. 


"We are nol operating from a 


position of weakness, nor are we 
weaklings," said Commissioner 


Theodore 
Gibson. "The 


Dolphins have nowhere to go." 


The city is seeking a new 


lease calling for payment ot 10 
per cent of gross ticket sales 
plus a long-term agreement that 
would start action on $18.5 
million . 
in 
proposed 


improvements tor the Orange 
Bowl. 


However, team owner Joe 


Robbie has countered that a new 
stadium with improved seating 
and parking could be built for 
§26.5 million, excluding land 
costs. Improved parking facili- 
ties, long sought by Robbie, are 
not included in the city's plans. 


The Dolphins' two home 


exhibition games are against 
the Minnesota Vikings on July 
31 and the Philadelphia Eagles 
on Aug. 14. The games cannot 
be switched to those teams' 
home stadiums because of 
scheduling conflicts with major 
league baseball teams.

Heads For Montreal 


MONTREAL (AP) — Olym- 


pic officuls strove for a last* 
minute compromise agreement 
with UK Canadian government 
today as Taiwan's Olympics 
team, center of a political con- 
troversy, headed for Montreal. 


A group of X members of the 


Taiwan Olympic team, includ- 
ing approximately 20 athletes, 
arrived in Los Angeles Thurs- 
day night. After a two-hour 
stopover, toe group took off for 
Chicago, the second leg on its 
journey to Montreal, where the 
delegation was supposed to 
arrive later today. 


Lawrence S. Ting, chief of 


Taiwan's Olympic mission, said • 
during the stop in Los Angeles 
that 
he was 
hopeful 
the 


Canadian government would 
abide by IOC regulations. 


"In 1916, Hitler was trying to 


intervene in the Olympic Games 
in Germany," Ting said. "After 
the IOC's strong representation, 
Hitler changed his mind and 
respected IOC rates. So I really 
hope the Canadian leaders will 
come to their senses, turn 
around, if they are not worse 
than Hitler in terms of sen- 
sibility." 


Lord Killanin, president of the 


International Olympic Commit- 
tee, called a hurried meeting of 
his tripartite commission, made 
up of delegates from the IOC, 
the international sports federa- 
tions and the national Olympic 
committees. He had hoped to 
find a compromise to put to the 
Canadian government before 
the Taiwanese plane touched 
down.

Taiwan^s Olympic Team 


Heads For Montreal 


MONTREAL (AP) - Olym­ 
pic officials strove for a last- 
minute compromise agreement 
with the Canadian government 
today as Taiwan’s Olympics 
team, center of a political con­ 
troversy, headed for Montreal. 
A group of 36 members of the 
Taiwan Olympic team, includ­ 
ing approximately 20 athletes, 
arrived in Los Angeles Thurs­ 
day night. After a two-hour 
stopover, the group look off for 
Chicago, the second leg on its 
journey to Montreal, where the 
delegation was supposed to 
arrive later today. 
Lawrence S. Ting, chief of 
Taiwan’s Olympic mission, said 
during the stop in Los Angeles 
that 
he 
was 
hopeful 
the 
Canadian government would 
abide by IOC regulations. 


“In 1936, Hitler was trying to 
intervene in the Olympic Games 
in Germany,” Ting said. “After 
the IOC’s strong representation. 
Hitler changed his mind and 
respected IOC rules. So I really 
hope the Canadian leaders will 
come to their senses, turn 
around, if they are not worse 
than Hitler in terms of sen­ 
sibility.” 
Lord Killanin, president of the 
International Olympic Commit­ 
tee, called a hurried meeting of 
his tripartite commission, made 
up of delegates from the IOC, 
the international sports federa­ 
tions and the national Olympic 
committees. He had hopt>d to 
find a compromise to put to the 
Canadian government before 
the Taiwanese plane touchtHl 
down. 
The 
Olympic 
Games, 
scheduled to begin July 17. 
could 
be 
threatened 
if 
agreement was not reached over 
the Taiwanese. 
Willi Daume of Germany, a 
vic-e-president of the IOC and a 
member of the commission, 
said; “I do not think there will 
be any move to make the 
athletes compete under the 
name of Taiwan, or Formosa. 
We rticognize them as the 
Republic of China. But we shall 
try to find some sort 
of 
compromise.” 


In 1969, when Montreal bid for 
the 
Games, 
the 
Canadian 
government pledged free entry 
for all national Olympic com­ 
mittees recognized by the IOC. 
Canada now is threatening to 
ban the Taiwanese following 
diplomatic pressure by the 
Communist Chinese govern­ 
ment in Peking. 
Mainland China has been 
gathering a lot of support from 
the international sports federa­ 
tions and from Asian Olympic 
committees in its bid for Olym­ 
pic recognition. But Peking in­ 
sists that Taiwan be kicked out 
of the Games — and most of the 
70-strong 
IOC 
stand 
firm 
against that. 
Henry Hsu. IOC member for 
Taiwan, said he has no objection 
to athletes from Communist 
China competing in the Olym­ 
pics, but argued they should be 
a separate body.

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Crop Land Chemicai Keeps Bir<fe From Cherries

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
United States could expand its 
crop-growing land by as much 
us one-third if the extra output 
is needed, a new government 
study says. 


Much of this land appears to 


be in the South and Midwest, the 
study said. 


The U.S. Soil Conservation 


Service said an estimated 111 
million additional acres could 
be used for crops. Last year, 
farmers planted about 333 
million acres with crops rang- 
ing from wheat, corn and 
soybeans to cotton, tobacco and 
peanuts. 


Previous estimates of poten- 


tial "new" crop land have run 
as high as 266 million acres. The 
agency said those estimates now 
appear much too high. 


Officials of the Agriculture 


Department agency said that 
the study was started in May of 
last year and involved surveys 
by SCS employees at 41,000 sites 
in 906 counties selected at ran- 
dom. The surveys included sites 
in all 50 states, Puerto Rico and 
the Virgin Islands but did not 
include any federally owned 
land. 


The report identified three 


kinds of acreages of potential 
crop land that could be switched 
from present use with "varying 
degrees of difficulty and ex- 
pense." 


About 24 million acres of 


"prime farm land" could be 
converted to crops simply by 
beginning tillage. Those soils 
"would require little or no pro- 
tection from erosion and, with 
normal rainfall, should produce 
high yields," the agency said. 


Another 54 million acres of 


high-potential land could be 
used for crops, but would 
require some soil and water 
conservation management. 


Finally, about 33 million acres 


of medium-potential land could 
be converted. Those acres "pose 
more serious erosion hazards 
and water disposal problems" 
and would be more costly to put 
into production.

most of the 111 million acres of 
potential crop land now is in 
livestock pastures and ranges. 
Although the survey analysis 
has not been completed, it ap- 
peared that "high concentra- 
tions" of the land are in the 
South and Midwest.

million acres represent land 
that could be brought into crop 
production without seriously af- 
fecting 
the

through soil erosion and water 
problems. Officials said they 
have doubts whether more than 
111 million acres "could be 
brought into crop land safely." 


Hidlebaugh said that convert-

Crop Land Ch^fjiical Keeps Birds From Cherries

March, the United States im- 
ported more oil than it produced 
for Uw first time in its history.

What's Happened To Most 


Promising Alternative? 


EDITOR'S NOTE: America has far more coal than the 


Arabs have oil. After the 1*73 embargo, the United States 
launched a plan to tap those rich coal seams as a step toward 
energy independence. What's happened to coal, our biggest 
energy alternative to oil and gas, since then? This second and 
final article in a series on energy alternatives is a progress 
report. 


January was about $1.96 versus 
78 cents for the same amount of 
energy from coal, the Federal 
Power Commission says. 


So why aren't we using more 


coal? We planned to. At the 
height of the embargo, when 
about 590 million tons of coal 
was 
being 
mined, 
then 


President Richard M. Nixon 
called lor a tripling of produc- 
tion by 1965. 


But forecasters no longer 


dream of reaching that goal. 
The latest report by the Federal 
Energy Administration calls for 
output to top one billion tons by 
1981. While recent production 
has Increased—MO million tons 
was mined in 1979 and this 
year's estimate is 664 million 
tons—some experts still see the 
goal as too high. 


"If we exerted a superhuman 


effort and if we removed all the 
roadblocks and obstacles to 
developing all the new coal 


will be impossible," he added. 


What rankles the industry the 


most is what it sees as the lack 
of direction at the federal level. 
At the same time that ambitious 
production goals are set, coal 
producers say obstacles are also 
placed in their path. The worst, 
they say, involve the environ- 
ment. 


Amendments to the Clean Air 


Act that took effect last year set 
stiff limits for the emission of 
sulfur dioxide. The act has, in 
effect, outlawed the burning of 
virtually all coal mined east of 
the Mississippi River. 


"So far the standards have not 


been strictly enforced and 
variances have been granted," 
said. Ralph Bailey, chairman of 
second-ranked 
Consolidation 


Coal Co. "In any event, an 
unreasonable law which is not 
enforced is no substitute for a 
proper law." 


President Ford agrees with 


the energy industry and has 
asked Congress to ease the law 
so that more high-sulfur coal 
can be burned. But the Senate 
has responded with a bill that 
will actually tighten the restric- 
tions. 


Meanwhile, the Environmen- 


tal Protection Agency insists 
that the technology exists to 
remove sulfur from coal when it 
is burned. The devices are 
called scrubbers and they 
literally wash out sulfur dioxide 
from stack gases at electric 
generating plants.

HOW LIBERAL IS YOUR HEALTH POLICY? 


The liberality — or lack of it — of the “pre-existing 
conditions exclusion” clause in a health insurance 
policy you may buy through the mails or in response 
to an ad, can mean the difference between a good 
policy for you and insurance of only limited value. 


Under these clauses, an in 
surance company can offer you 
a health policy while excluding 
coverage for certain pre-exist- 
ing conditions for a varying 
period after you have bought the 
policy. 


The condition may be one for 
which you have not even seen a 
physician (a cough, lump, itch). 
Or m ore likely, it m ay be a 
condition for which you have

advice or 
treatm ent 
(diabetes, 
heart 
disease). 


Unless you check the details 
on this before you buy, a policy 
on which you rely m ay be 
m eaningless for you. This is 
particularly im portant if you 
are an elderly person, for you 
may be unable to obtain health 
insurance through traditional 
underwriting and a guaranteed 
issue policy, containing a p re­ 
existing conditions exclusion, 
may 
be the 
only 
coverage 
available to you. 
M oreover, 
just because you are older, you 
probably have som e pre-exist­ 
ing conditions. 


The plans offered by com ­ 
panies in the field vary widely. 
The group insurance plans of­ 
fered 
to 
m em bers 
of 
the 
American Assn. of Retired P er­ 
sons, for instance, have been in 
the vanguard of the movement 
to liberalize pre-existing condi­ 
tions clauses. C urrently, the 
waiting 
period 
to 
receive

tions is only three months after 
the effective date of the policy.

CHICAGO (A P) — Counterfeit 
$20 bills are turning up in the 
Chicago area and a Secret Ser­ 
vice agent says you can tell they 
are bogus by looking into the 
eyes of Andrew Jackson. 


“ If you look into his eyes and 
they don’t look back at you, 
that’s the first sign,” Joseph E. 
Noonan, chief of the service’s 
counterfeiting 
squad 
in 
Chicago, said Thursday. 


“ The counterfeiters never can 
get the detail in the eyes right,” 
he explained. 


If Jackson’s eyes — or those 
of Hamilton or W ashington or 
any of the dignitaries honored 
on other bills — look blurry, 
then the bill m ay be a fake, 
Noonan said. 


Noonan said that since the 
first week of Ju n e bogus 20s 
have been passed at a rate of “ a 
few hundred bills a week” in the 
Chicago area and the Secret 
Service is investigating on the 
assum ption that “ one fairly 
good-size operation” is printing 
them.

.Appropriations Conunittee says he may ask the governor to veto 
a $492 million budget bill for state colleges and universities so 
legislators can reduce it. State Sen. B ill Huffman, D-Madison 
Heights, said Thursday the legislature may have overfunded 
higher education by $10 million to $11 million. The budget bill is 
$16 million more than the amount Go\. W illiam Milliken recom­ 
mended last winter. Huffman said “ some of the major schools’’ 
based their next year’s budgets on the governor’s original, lower 
recommendation, and “ then raised tuition considerably.” But 
now that the legslature has sent the governor a budget bill 
appropriating more money than originally anticipated, Huffman 
said, the schools which raised tuition should justify accepting the 
extra funds. Huffman said it was only after the bill was passed 
last Friday that he has bec“ome aware some universities had 
raised tuition in anticipation of a lower funding level. “ They can’t 
have their cake and eat it too,” he said. 


Managing The Coastline 


LANSING, Mich. (A P) — The state has received a $436,308 
federal grant to complete development of a program aimed at 
wisely managing the Michigan coastline. The grant, from the 
National Oceanic and Atmospheric Administration, requires the 
state to provide $218.154 in matching funds, the Department of 
Natural Resources said Thursday. The money w ill be used to 
complete development of a coastal zone management program, a 
DNR spokesman said. The goal of the program, he added, is to: 
Help promote the orderly use and development of the state’s 3,200 
miles of shore to meet growing social needs for transportation, 
recreation, energy production, industry, agriculture and com­ 
merce. Preserve and protect the wildlife, flora and fisheries stock 
along the shoreland. Preserve the shoreland’s cultural, scenic, 
historic, scientific, and esthetic points. Minimize ahore property 
damages caused by erosion and flooding. Michigan has received 
nearly $1.2 million in federal grants since it began its shoreline 
program. 


Lobbying For Transportation 


LANSING, Mich. (A P) — State and Detroit officials w ill lobby to 
persuade Washington to save mass transportation money for 
Michigan, according to backers of a Detroit-area public transit 
system. A key lawmaker and a spokesman for Gov. W illiam 
M illiken said Thursday federal transportation officials w ill be 
urged to set aside money for Michigan in hopes the legislature 
approves a bill to establish local funding. The bill stalled in the 
Michigan House on the final day of session last week, and the 
legislature does not return until Sept. 13. Backers of the proposed 
railbus system in Wayne, Oakland and Macomb counties said the 
delay endangers Micluigan’s chances of getting a portion of rapidly 
dwindling federal funds. 


Soybean Promo Approved 


LANSING, Mich. (A P ) — Michigan soybean growers have 
approved establishment of a soybean promotion and development 
pn^am , the Michigan Department of Agriculture said Thursday. 
The program w ill provide for advertising and promotion, 
research, projects to expand markets, and market information, 
the department said. Soybean producers w ill be assessed one-half 
cent per bushel to finance the program. Growers approved the 
program 582-238, the department said. The referendum was con­ 
ducted by the department. 


A Record At Big Mac 


LANSING, Mich. (A P) — Mackinac Bridge traffic last month 
set a record high of 249,635 crossings, the bridge authority said 
TTiursday. The crossings totaled five-tenths per cent more than 
June 19'^ crossings. Fares collected last month were up eight- 
tenths per cent from $448,096 to $451,743 for the same period last 
year. During the first sbc months of 1976, a spokesman said, bridge 
traffic was up 5.6 per cent from 722,024 crossings to 815,639 
crossings for the same period in 1975.
